Aaron Nichols ‘will be sadly missed’ 


Students and staff at East Jordan High School were stunned 
last week after being notified that sophomore Aaron Nichols 
had been killed in a car accident. 

Nichols, 16, of East Jordan, died June 5 when his vehicle 
hit a tractor trailer head-on on M-66 between Old State and 
Webster Bridge Roads. 

“T knew Aaron as a bright student,” said high school 
principal Tammy Jackson, who noted that Nichols was 
academically gifted with strong interests in technology, 
science, and math. 

Nichols, she said, “will be sadly missed.” 

When the news of Nichols’ death reached the school, 
administrators pulled together the crisis team in place for such 
an event. 

Jackson said that the administration “‘was extremely happy 
on how thoroughly the plan had been detailed. You always 
hope you don’t have to use that, but when you do you’re 
thankful that it’s thorough.” 

The crisis plan includes arranging for multiple counselors 
to be available in the school building, connecting with 


appropriate agencies, and notifying staff members. 

The counselors, which were present at the school through 
the last day of classes on Wednesday, were utilized by many 
of Nichols’ classmates. 

“We had a lot of sad students,” said Jackson. 

Jackson noted how grateful the staff is for the assistance 
they received from affiliated agenices assisting during the 
crisis. 

“All the support we received and assitence was really 
overwhelming,” she said. 

At press time, the school was in the process of setting up a 
support meeting for families, though no date had been 
finalized. Any parents interested in the meeting or in ex- 
tended services for their children should call the school at 
536-2259 for more information. 

A preliminary investigation of the accident indicated that 
Nichols’ vehicle, a mid-size four door car was traveling south 
on M-66, when it crossed the center line, hitting a tractor 
trailer and exploded into flames. The tractor trailer veered off 
the roadway and traveled into an open field where it came to 


Test. 

When rescue personnel arrived, Nichols was declared 
dead at the scene. 

The driver of the tractor trailer, Dennis Henry Hoffman, 
45, of East Jordan received minor injuries and was trans- 
ported to Charlevoix Hospital by East Jordan EMS. Hoffman 
was treated and released. 

Both vehicles were destroyed in the crash and it is 
unknown if seatbelts were used. There was no indication of 
alcohol use by either driver 

The accident closed M-66 from Old State Rd. to Webster 
Bridge Rd. for approximately seven hours while the crash 
site was cleared of fuel leaking from the fuel tanks-of the 
tractor trailer. 

The rig was transporting sand to a foundry in East Jordan. 

Assisting the Antrim County Sheriff's Department were 
Michigan State Police Kalkaska Post and Motor Carrier 
Division of the MSP from Traverse City and Gaylord. EMS 
from East Jordan and fire departments from both East Jordan 
and Central Lake.

With work on the new 
high school moving along on

Areas currently taking 
form are science rooms, in- 
cluding a fully equipped 
chemistry jab; a visual im- 
aging/computer lab, a busi- 
ness computer Jab; the 
school store; the media cen- 
ter; upstairs classrooms in- 
cluding a Responsible 
Thinking Center and Student 
Support; the 1,500-seat gym- 
nasium; a commons dining 
area; mechanical rooms; and 
the vocational wing. 

The back wall of the 600-seat au- 
ditorium has been erected, and much 
of the balance of the current work 
hinges on the arrival of the colored 
block which will be used to build a 
key wall to connect all the elements 
currently in progress. “Everything 
depends on that,” said Woodbury. 
“When that block goes up, it changes 
everything from that point on.” The 
blocks, which are coming from Mid- 
land, are being made specifically for 
the Boyne City High School project. 
A preview of the colors can be seen 
already, on the gym wall at the back 

“of the project. 

The goal, at this point, is to have 
the roof and block -work done, said 
Woodbury, “by the time the snow 
flies.” 

The design of the building taking 
shape, which includes window walls 
between some rooms for optimum 
supervision, collapsable walls to al- 
low for integrated classroom experi- 
ences, and versatile computer stations 
and networking, has been created 
with an eye towards progression. 
“The design elements you see,” said 
Compton, “were developed with (the 
idea of} moving the curriculum 
foward.”

cerns at the meeting over the recent 
firings of two nine-year veterans of 
the department, Jim Nowka and Jon 
Sumner, noting that the two were ter- 
minated without, he said, “due pro- 
cess.” Both firefighters had no pre- 
vious disciplinary action taken against 
them in the department, and were not 
officially notified in regard to the rea- 
sons for the dismissals until three 
weeks after they were terminated by 
the fire chief. 

Nowka and Sumner were notified 
in a letter on June 5 that the reasons 
for their dismissal included two vio- 
lations of department policy, includ- 
ing failure to use the proper chain of 
command procedures, and engaging 
in “any conduct that tends to bring 
discredit to the fire department.” 

Shortly before they were dis- 
missed, Nowka and Sumner were in- 
volved in an informal off-premises 
meeting of firefighters to discuss is- 
sues within the department, an action 
which they believe led to the dis- 
missal. 

Concerns over the firings were 
compounded by the fact that the com- 
mission had issued a directive at their 
regular meeting, the day before the 
firefighters were terminated, that a 
mediation between all parties in the 
department take place before any fur- 
ther action be taken. 

Said commissioner Ruth Gee, 
“I’m very disappointed . . . I feel that 
directive from the commission was 
violated when (the chief] took it upon 
himself to fire these two people [prior 
to mediation].” 

Mediation, however, is still in the 
works, according to White. All fire

personnel who were on the active reg- 
ister as of Jan. 1, 2001 will be invited 
to “sit down and talk” once a date has 
been finalized. In his memo, White 
stated, “This facilitation is a time to 
speak, being quiet will help nothing. 
We must get back to fighting fires, not 
each other. 

“The issues have been addressed 
and the personnel issues will be ad- 
dressed as needed per the Charter and 
adopted personnel policies.” 

It was suggested in the meeting 
that Nowka and Sumner could initiate 
an appeals process regarding the fir- 
ings, as allowed by the City Charter. 

As Williams continued to express 
frustration over the situation, commis- 
sioner Bernard Hammond noted that 
most of the issues being discussed 
were administrative, and therefore 
“shouldn’t be in front of the commis- 
sion. 

“If we think Dave White let the fire 
chief do something wrong, we can fire 
him,” said Hammond. 

As the discussion continued, com- 
missioner Jeanette Norton spoke up. 
“I do want this discussion ended,” she 
said. “{We need to] leave it up to the 
administration to follow through with 
mediation plans. I will make a mo- 
tion to leave everything to Chief 
Thorman and Administrator White.” 

The motion was made with the in- 
tention that discussion of the issue will 
be closed, at least until mediation and 
some of the scheduled maintenance 
and training are completed. 

The motion passed 7-0. Williams, 
for his part, agreed to suspend discus- 
sion of the fire department for now as 
commission business as long as the 
commission is assured a response on 
the mediation issue.

The newly-formed North Country Bike Club, a small 
association of bike enthusiasts from around the state, will 
be sponsoring the first annual bicycle ride around Lake 
Charlevoix, called.“Ride the Charx,” on Saturday, June 
30. 

Three rides of different difficulties are offered for the 
“Ride the Charx” event. One, a 20-mile ride, will go 
from Boyne City through Advance to Hemingway Point, 
and back to Boyne City. The terrain is fairly flat, and . 
good for riders who like a leisurely pace. 

The second ride is 39 miles long, starting in Boyne 
City, going through Horton Bay and Charlevoix, then 
taking the Ironton Ferry across the lake, and back through 
Advance to Boyne City. 

The third ride is a 57-mile ride, designed for the most 
serious of riders. This route starts in Boyne City, head- 
ing north through very hilly terrain toward Bay Harbor, 
then turns west toward Charlevoix. From Charlevoix, 
the bikers will travel to Ellsworth, East Jordan, and back 
to Boyne City.
